Alarm Co., 
April, 1775, from May 10, 1775, to Nov. 3, 1783; served in 2nd, 4th and Ist 
Regiments Conn. Line and was mustered out of U. S. service (in the Conti- 
nental Army) as Adjutant. Captain, 6th N. Y. S. Inf., June 24, 1799; 1st 
Major, 2nd N. Y. S. Art., Mch. 27, 1805 and Lieut. Col. from Apr. 6, 1807, to 
Feb. 11, 1811, date of his resignation. 


The 2nd Art. was changed to 9th Regt. N. Y. S. Art., by orders from the A. G. O. 
June 13, 1812. Com'dt. Fleet was born (?) ; a Lieutenant, 6th N. Y. S.

Col., 9th'N. Y. S. Art., 
June 13, 1813, and asupernumerary officer, Dec. 17, 1813. He commanded 
one hundred and ten (110) men of the regiment, et al., on U. S. Harbor defense, 
from June 5th to July 28, 1812. 


Com’dt. Minuse was born (?) ; an Ensign, 6th N. Y. S. Inf., Mch. 8, 1800; 
Captain, 2nd N.. Y. S. Art., Mch. 15, 1806; ist Major, 9th N. Y. 8. 
Art., June 18, 1813; commanded the regiment in months of April, May, July, 
August and September, 1818, and during these intervals detachments of the 
regiment were assigned to U. S. duty at the West and North Batteries. Ist 
Major Minuse resigned (?) . 


The 9th Regiment Art. was changed to 9th Battalion N. Y. S. Art., by orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief, Dec. 17, 1813. Com’dt. Smith was born (?) ; an Ensign, 
6th N. Y. S. Inf. Feb. 16, 1802; Captain, 2ad N. Y. S. Art., June 8, 1808;

By virtue of an order from Gov. John Jay to Brig. Gen. James Miles Hughes, New York, N. Y.. 
dated Albany, June 24, 1799, the peliminary organization of the 6th Regiment N. Y. S. Infantry, of which 
this regiment is the successor, took place: By transfer of 4 companies from the 1st Regiment, 3 compan- 
ies from 2nd Regiment, 5 companies from 3rd Regiment, 2 companies from 4th Regiment—all organized 
March 4th, 1786; 3 companies from the 5th Regiment, organized May 11, 1789, and the Independent Rifle 
Co., organized August 28, 1708. 

The 6th Regiment N. Y. S. Infantry was permanently organized—with 16 companies—under the 
command of Lt. Col. Comd’t. Jacob Morton, on March 8th, 1800. This regiment was changed by Gen- 
eral Orders A. G. O., Albany, to the 2nd N. Y. S. Artillery, March 27, 1805, and to the gth Regiment 
N. Y. S. Artillery June 13, 1812; it was reduced toa Battalion December 13, 1813, and became a Regiment 
again, by orders of Council of Appointment, June 6, 1816. By orders from A. G. O., the state was divided 
in Division, Brigade, Regiment and Company Districts, May 13, 1847. Three of the regiment’s companies 
were transferred, to the 8th Regiment N. Y. S. M., May 27, 1850, some of the officers and men elsewhere, 
but, Col. B. Clinton Ferris ‘retained command of the 9th Regiment, as re-organized May 29, 1850. It was 
again partly disbanded May 31, 1858, but the district of the 9th Regiment N. Y. S. M. kept intact, under 
Col. Lucius Pitkin, and once more the regiment mad2:—anew, June 25, 1859. 

Under this title it entered the service of the United States, May 27, 1861, and was mustered-in at 
Washington, D. C., June 8, 1861. A further change was made in numerical designation, it became known 
as the 83rd N. Y. Volunteers, December 7, 1861, and by which title it was mustered out of the United 
States service, June 23, 1864. 

Under orders from the authorities of the State the 9th District was retained for the regiment during 
its three years of war service, and formally retook position in the National Guard of the State as the 
oth Regiment N. G. S. N. Y., June 13, 1864; which was continued until 1898; when the title was changed, 
to oth Regiment Inf. N. Y. Vols., May 2, 1898, and was again made back to the gth Regiment N. G. N. Y., 
January 12, 1899. 

April 28, 1808, it was authorized to be organized into a 'twelve-company regiment, preparatory to 
entry into the United States service, in which it was mustered as the “Ninth Regiment Infantry New 
York Volunteers,’ May 17, 19 and 20, 1898, and mustered out November 15, 1898. Companies L and M 
were disbanded Dec. 22, 1808. 

To conform to the amended Military Code (1908) General Orders, No. 7, A. G. O., dated Albany, 
Jan. 23, 1908, which directed: The re-organization of the 9th Regiment Infantry, as Coast Artillery ; its new 
title to Coast Artillery Corps, N. G. N. Y., 9th Distvict, and the designation of Companies from letters A 
to K, to be the 13th and 22nd Companies, C. A. Corps respectively. 

The regiment has authority to place silver rings on the lances of its colors, engraved as follows:
